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THE  FOUR  CANDLES 


Each  candle  rcpi'esents  one  of  our  high  school  years.  In  the  ninth  grade  seventy- 
one  bright  eyed  and  eager  students  lighted  their  first  candle.

The 
boys  won  the  county  baseball  championship  which  made  us  even  more  proud  of  them. 

The  Choir  made  a  very  good  impression  on  the  schools  they  visited  during  the 
year.  This  may  be  attributed  to  many  different  reasons,  but  one  especially  is  that 
it  was  directed  by  one  of  the  students. 

The  first  progress  made  toward  producing  an  annual  was  our  "Talent  Show" 
which  gave  us  a  start  for  our  senior  year. 

Hardly  before  we  could  realize  it,  we  were  lighting  our  fourth  candle.  Our  light 
had  grown  from  a  glow  to  a  flame  and  now  it  is  the  torch  by  which  the  senior  class 
is  guided.
